Firſt, 1 believe he loved the Lord his God'with all his heart, 
who made him # partaker of that Love'which is Univerſal; 
wherein he had good WH toall, and a true Love to ther, 
in whoſe hearts he ſaw the fear of the Lord, obſerving that 
bleſſed Rule, As you would that Men ſhould do'to yon, even 
ſo do you to them. —He let his yea, be yea, and his nay, nay. 
——And | often obſerved his Love to Enemies, he loving the 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt, kept his ſayings, and did his Command- 
ments with Joy —And though hits Sufferings were many, and 
that of divers ſorts, yet he kept the Word of God's Patience, 
which kept him in the Hour of Temptation, and carried 
him more eafily through them? -Phe Yoak of his' Lord, that 
he had taken up, did become- more eaſte, and his Burthen 
light. pin ifa th we 

_ to his Impriſonment, about the Year 16564. He, with 
_ four Friends more, was caſt into Prifon in Carlile Goal, by 

Henry Marſball Prieſt of Creftwhait > And though he did 
detain his Body in Priſon, he took Fithes of his-Land, and 
kept him Priſoner nigh three Years.- —This faid Henry Mar- 
ſhall Prieſt, afterward falling down a Pair of Stairs, broke 
his Scull, upon which he died; 

And again, in my dear Hnsband's Old Age, when he was 
about Threeſcore and Eight, he was impritoned by Richard 
Lowry, another Prieſt of the ſaid CroJFmbait, who'kept him + 
Priſoner about nine Months ;''2 part of*it being colt Winter, 
and a cold naſty Place, not fit for ſuck honeſt Men ; beſides a 
weak Priſoner did lye by the Fire, that my Husband and = 
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reſt of the Priſoners could ſcarce come at it ; —And this ſaid 
Prieſt Richard Lamry was-ſuddenly-tricken,-and- had the Uſe 
of ore 4ide-af hisT: Underſtanding-much takenfrom 
him, and hath ſo continued a long Time, and yet continues a 
remarkable Jydgment,* - * -- * | 

Thjs"wy dear Hushand ſuffered, beſides much ſpoiling of 
Goods for the[TeRitbay. ofiFryth.—Ahd before he. came laſt 
out of Priſon, his Diſtemper of Body began, that increaſed 
upon, hjm. till he died... : And after he came home, feeling his 
Body :begin to weaken, he ſet his Houſe in order ; And though 
his Diſtewper lay much io his Head, that it might have weak- 
ned his Memory z., yet I believe none ever ſaw any appearance 
of frowardnelſs,., but the Lamb's,Nature, which is Innocency 
and Love, did:always appears inhim, this gave we Comfort in 
"heavineſs; —And:when 1 told him of his Continuance ſtill in 
*patierice z .he told me, he bad laid thoſe Exerciſes in the Bal- 
lance, . and felt the Love of God in them. 

Before his. Death, -he was in much Brokenneſs of Spirit, 
tenderly taking leave of Friends, and Neighbours, as having 
a ſenſe. that; his Departure drew near ; And upon his dying 
Bed, his Deportment was.ſo ſweet, that ſeveral were affefted 
therewith. —And I have a certain Evidence ſealed upon my 
Spirit, | ; 


. Concerning my dear Huszband, who'is gone to Re, 
. He dyed in the Lord, and i1 for ever bleſt : 
He bring as a Lamb ſo innocent, 
In every Remembrance 1 have Content. 
And though the Mortal, that be laid in Grave, 
| Tet the Immortal, certainly I have ; 
Deſiring when this Body 13 laid gown, 
1 may part ake of that Eternal Crown. 
What ſhall ] ſay? God's Favour doth exceed 
To his Hand maid, even as ſhe lands in need. 
What have I now more to do here, 
But my God to love and fear ? 
And do nothing, that may grieve his Spirit, 
That Eternal {ife, 1 may inherit. 
For what 1s all the World to me, 
In Compariſon of Eternity ? 
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And now the Day of the Lord hath been great, and the 
Work of it, which hath dained to many, that ſat in Darkneſs 
and in the ſhadow of Death ; The Lord hath cauſed Light ro 
ſpring vp. —And now the true Light ſhineth in many, which 
hath given us the Knowledge of God, in the Face of Jeſus 
Chriſt; And he hath made his People willing in tke Day of 
his Power ; he hath cauſed the Trumpet to be ſounded in Z:- 
0, ard an Alarum to be beat in his Holy Mountain, and there 
were Earthquakes in divers Places, and many Faces gathered 
Paleneſs, for the Day was great to a Remnant, it was like the 
Day of Jacob's Trouble. — But after thoſe things mary did 
flaw together, to the Goodneſs of the Lord, ſaying, Let us go 
up to the Houſe of the God of Jacob, and there will he teach us of 
his ways, and we will walk sn his pathes..— And now the Mountain 
of the Lord's Houſe is a top of all the Mountains, and high 
Hills, Glory to the Lord for ever, and evermore, who hath taken 
to himſelf his great Power, and is come to reign amongſt his 
People.

Forget not the day,when we were ſecking the Lord, and that 
from Mountain to Hillz inquiring of the Watchmen of the 
Night, each one in particular, ſaying, Saw ye not him whom my 
Soul loverh? But they had not ſeen him,nor known him, neither 
could they tell us any thing of him ; we paſſed but a little from 


them, until we found him whom our Souls loved : © then, how 
we 
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we held him and would not let him go.! how willing were we 
to part with all other things for him ! _ 
O then indeed was he become the Chiefeſt of ten Thouſand 
tous: And now to thee, thou Antient of days, be Hallelujah, 
and Thankſgiving, Honour, and Glory,and Praiſe ; and again 
Hallelvjab, for the Lord God Omnipotent Reigneth.

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Something by way of Teſtimony concerning our dear Friend 
Hugh Tickell of Portinical, . zear Keſwick i» Cum- 
berland, Deceaſed. | 


E was convinced of the Lord's hleſſed Truth, towards 

the latter End of the Year,- 165 3. — And after that.he 

was convinced, and had his Underſtanding opened, he became 
very ſerviceable in his place, and was freely, and: willingly gi- 
ven up todo, or ſuffer tor the Lord's bleſſed Trotb, which the 
Lord was pleaſed to make him a Partaker of with many more : 
And as he grew vp in the Truth, he became more and more 
diligent, in meeting with, and amongſt the People of God cal- 
led Quakersz Ahd not only. ſo, but freely and willingly offer- 
cd up his Houſe for a Meeting-houſe, for all that ſongbrafter 
the Lord, and his Truth, for many Years.—And the Lord was 
alſo pleaſed to endue him with 2 Spirit of diſcerning, inſomuch 
that he became ſerviceable to the Lord, and his People, and a 
help and:ſtrength to thoſe that were weak, and ready. to give a 
word. of Advice, and Counſel, both publickly and privyately, 

when at any time in the Wiſdom of God, heſaw it a Service. 

Likewiſe he was drawn forthto travel to viſit ſome Friends, 
both in the Welt of England, and in Scotland, —And as to his 
ſufferings when called thereunto ; He was a Man thar did bear 
a faithful Teſtimony, both in ſuffering the ſpoiling of bis 
Goods, and Impriſenment of his Body, (as witneſs ) be was 
committed to Priſon hy one. Herry Marſhall Prieft of Creit+ 
whait 5 becauſe for Conſcience-ſake, he could not pay him 
Tithes, where he remained about three Years in Carlile Goal. 
| And 
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And being freed, he was afterwards again committed to the 
ſaid Priſon by Richard Lowrey, another Prieſt of the ſaid Croſt- 
whait, becauſe he could not pay him Tithes, where he remain- 
ed ſome time, until Providence ordered his enlargement : All 
which ſuffering he patiently did bear, and willingly endured 
for the Teſtimony of Jeſus, and of a good Conſcience. And 
thus he continued bearing his Teſtimony in faithfulneſs, in do- 
ing and ſuffering, until weakneſs of Body came upon him, which 
in the Lord's appointed time, comes upon all Mev, and ſo fi- 
niſhed his Courſe, and laid down his Body in the Year, 1680.

Tickell. , 

S for our dear deceaſed Friend Hugh Tickel!, he was one 

that I had a knowledge of, and acquaintance with, all- 

moſt from my Childhood. — For when 1 was a Boy at School, 
we were both tabled in one Houſe, and for ſeveral Years; and - 
in all that time, I never heard nor knew, as I remember, bur 
that he lived and walked as an honeſt Manamongſt Men. And 
for tbe time of his Convincement of God's Eternal Truth, he 
was ſome Years befgre me convinced x ſo that other Ancient 
Friends can give a 'more timely Teſtimony herein than I'can 
do, being converſant with him ; yet this I know, and bave to 
ſay for him, that he was one that did endeavour my Convince- 
ment, as much, if not more than any. other, both by word ang 
writing. —But asI have ſometime ſaid, it was the Lord aloge 
that did perfwade my heart ; to him be thePratfe and'Gtory 
for eyer, Amen, 5146 I That: £:: e 2E"7 obo JIM 
_ And after I came to own the ways and Truth -of God, I had 
a Clear Setiſe of his Spirit, we' being both of one Meeting for 
above twenty and-fix Years time, -and this is -my Tully 
or 
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for my Friend: He was of a deep weighty ſolid Spirit, ard 
had a gaod Underſtanding, and ciſcerning in thE things of 
God: And when he ſpoke thereof 12 our little Meeting, ( to 
which he was a great Strepgth,) it was much in the awe,dread, 
and fear of the Lord ; and often in much Brokenneſs,ard ten- 
dernoſs of Spirit, as I am a living Witneſs of. 

He was alſo a great fufferer in his day, for bearing a faith- 
ful Teſtimony to the Truth, -and againſt Tithes. —And ſuch 
wzsS his Love to God, and his Truth, that 1 do believe, he 
could have laid down his Life, and ſealed his Teſtimony with 
his Blood, if he had been called thereunto. 

Ard towards the latter part of kis time, and in his old Age 
being above 70 Years, he grew weak, and iufirm of Body ; 
——and near the time_ of his departure out of the Body, for 
was. much with him then both day and night, and when he 
could but utter few words, yet he named me, and I felt a near 
tender Senſe upon him of-that Love, and Unity we often had 
together in the Spirit of Truth.

F* R inthe Year, 1653. G.F. a Miniſter in the Spirit, and 
Power of God, and of the Everlaſting Goſpel; coming in- 
to Cumberland; and Hugh Tickell going to ome Meetings 
where G.F. was; he was convinced and ſatisfied-of .ourRe- 
ligion, Way, Truth, Faith, and Worſhip, &c. and {ſs joyhed 
with the People of God; who-in ſcorn were firſt called Quakers 
in Darbyſhire, about the Year, 1650, and continued with them 
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till his: Deceaſe, which was above thirty Years, being Aged 
abdve Seventy. - 7 49 0954 . 

Sd he -owned:the -Truth above 46- Years,” and never did 
ſhrink, faint, nor fly the Ctoſs of Chriſt, but ſtood noble-ard 
valiant for God. and his Ecernal Truth, and did bear a good 
and faithful Teſtimony to the ſame, in the place where God 
had ft bim. For [had a true and ceftaim Knowledge of him 
above thirty: Years; 'and 1 lived with him above ſeven Years ; 
who after) hetowled: 'the Truth, had'2 good: Meaſure of the 
Spirit of the Lord povred forth upon him, and a tfne know- 
ledge; and-feeling of the Power of God, and of his Love, and 
Preſence ; wherein he had large - openings, and a deep diſ- 
cernivg ofthe things of Gody and was of  a- grave, ſober De- 
portment towards all, and of '4n honef{t Life,” and Converſati- 
on, which adorned his. Profeſſivn-of the ever bleſſed Truth : 
Alſo, he was of a-ſound Mind, and Judgment, ſtedfaſt in the 
Faith, endued with ſpiricual Knowledge and Wiſdom 3 --And 
could have given good Advice, and Counſel, and Exhortat ion 
in Divine things ; he was fairhfal, and Joved Faithfalgeſs in 
all that profeſſed the Truth, and both Toved 'and ſought the 
Peace and Unity and Proſperity of the Church. He was a Man 


that God bleſſed both in Spiricuals; and Temporals, and as the- 


Apoſtle ſaith, Be not forgerful to entertain Strangers ; for ſorhe 
have entertained Angels unawares, anddo good unto ally but 
eſpecially urto the Houſhold of Faith; ſo he was ready to enter- 
tainand to do good, and to Have Meetings at his Houſe, when 
there were but few 1n- that part. — And was a patient Sufferer 
both in Body and Goods, for Truth and Righteouſneſs ſake 
he was zealous and fervent in Spirir, and Mind, holding his 1n- 
tegriry; I had dear Unity with him, and T5ved him in that 
which will never change, nor die, but was, and is the Joy, Life, 
and Strength pf'Gog's'People throughout all Generations, to- 
wit, the Life and Power.
